CONGRESS TAKES AIM 
AT AUSTRIA HUNGARY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—The ad- 
miniptration’s resolution declaring 
a state of war to exist between the 
United States and Ausria, from noon 
December 5, 1917, was inroduced 
in the house of representatives this 
afternoon. 

As in the declaration against Ger- 
many, President Wilson is empower- 
ed to employ the entire naval and 
military forces of the United States 
and the resources of the government 
to carry on war against the imperial 
and ’cyal Austro-Hungary govern- 
ment and to bring the conflict to a 
successful termination all the resour- 
ces of the country ara hereby pledg- 
ed by thé congress of the United 
States. 


AUSTRIAN ENEMIES 
BEING GATHERED IN 


SEATTLE, Wash., Dee. 5—The 
round-up of alien enemies in anti- 
cipation of war with Austria began 
in the Puget Sound district today 
with the announcement of the arrest 
of Captain Helfer, former master of 


the German steamship Saxonia, whieh 


was séized ‘here.-last. spring. 

Seven otther arrests were made 
by federal officials who desire to 
have as many persons suspected of 
Austrian citizenship and German 
sympathy in the toils as possible be- 
fore the actual declaration of war. 

Captain Helfer escaped intern- 
ment last spring on the plea that he 
was an Austrian subject and not a 
German. Since his ship was seized 
Helfer has beeen in Alaska and only 
returned to the Sound a few weeks 
ago.

Dr. John B. Fraser, M.D., C.M., in a 
recent article in ‘‘The Open Door,’’ the 
national anti-vivisection magazine pub- 
lished in New York, makes it clear 
that germs are in no way responsible 
for disease. According to his state- 
ments, it has been proved over and 
over again that while germs may be a 
product of disease, they are not its 
cause. People have been fed with 
germs, injected with them, and had 
their throais and nostrils swabbed 
with them witveut boing in the cast 
afiected.

“Tn testing typhotd germs, 45 ex- 
periments were made in which water, 
milk, bread, cheese, meat, fish, pota- 
tocs, headchecse, butter, porridge, ete., 
were infected with millions of fresh, 
vigorous typhoid germs; food eontain 
ing the germs was used in the ordinary 
way; and, as the bio chemies expected, 
there was not a single instanee of any 
sign of typhoid.
